EUROPE 

FIRST  HALF  OF  THE  SIXTEENTH  CENTURY 


The  influence  of  Italian  taste,  which 
began  in  the  fifteenth  century,  was  still  felt 
until  about  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth. 
Feminine  dress  nevertheless  assumed  a  new 
character,  which  showed  itself  principally 
in  the  slenderness  of  the  bust.  The  reign 
of  the  whalebone  corset  began.  This  con- 
trivance assumed  the  shape  of  a  sheath 
giving  thinness  to  the  figure. 

The  skirt,  open  in  front,  was  widened 
out  considerably  at  the  bottom  so  as  to 
form  a  bell  shape,  without  a  train.  It  was 
made  just  lcng  enough  to  touch  the  ground. 
A  waistband  of  material  or  a  string  of 
jewellery  was  worn  round  the  waist  and 
fell  to  the  bottom  of  the  skirt.  The  mate- 
rials most  admired  were  damask,  satin  and 
velvet.
